Turning ON your Cybiko Xtreme™ 


You need to charge your Cybiko Xtreme by plugging the small end of the USB cable 
into the Cybiko Xtreme and the large end mt ts USB cable into the AC Adapter. 
After you do this Cybiko Xtreme has a conveniently located On/ Off button @& in the 
middle of the device that allows you to turn power On and Off. When the power is 
turned On for the first time, the Cybiko Xtreme will load setup asking you to adjust 
display contrast, pick a name for you and your device, as well as verify the correct 
date and time in your geographic location. Pressing the On/Off button again will 
cause a menu to appear providing you with the options to: Turn off, Silent, or Sleep. 


You may choose Turn Off or hold On/Off button for 2 seconds to turn off your 
Cybiko Xtreme. Selecting Silent removes all sound effects and Sleep will put your 
device into power saving mode.
